So far as the hostilities have gone, General 
Shek seems to have the best of it in the new 
war that has broken out in China, between the 
reds and the moderates in the Cantonese camp.

The theory is plain as a pike-staff. It is 
the duty of foreigners to send ships to China 
loaded with foreign goods, and exchange these 
for Chinese products. It is necessary to such 
exchange that foreigners should have ware- 
houses and trade agents ashore. But if pirates 
from Bias Bay swoop down on a ship and carry 
off its cargo, or if a mob or one of the factions 
fighting for supremacy in China sees fit to 
loot the homes of the trade agents and the 
warehouses filled with foreign goods, that is 
all part of the game. 

The pleasing corollary to this cheerful for- 
mula is that because foreign peoples claim to 
believe in the Christian religion they ought to 
submit to this sort of treatment without pro- 
test or the employment of force. But they 
must on no account take their traders and ships 
out of the Orient and stop trading with China. 
That again would be contrary to the Oriental 
interpretation of the duty of foreign nations; 
and Canton would be far more furious if that 
were proposed than because the Bias Bay pi- 
rates have been rounded up. 


The sum and substance of the matter is that 
the foreigner should keep on buying Chinese 
products, and giving western products in ex- 
change, but that the foreigner ought to take 
all the risks of the business, including the risk 
of plunder at the hands of Chinese pirates and 
plunder at the hands of Chinese mobs or politi- 
cal factions. If he refuses to stand for that he 
is denounced as trying to hold China back 
from evolving a system of competent govern- 
ment.
